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Willingness to Discuss Peace Seen in the 
Pope's Message Delivered to 
President Wilson. 


Washington, 
Sept. 
3.—Tlie 
United 
fe'iates will make no further efforts to 
bring about 
peace in Europe until it 
Las received information that its good 
offices will be welcomed by both sidet^ 
iïi the conflict. 


This was stated authoritatively here 
today in regard to the message from 
Pope Benedict delivered to the president 
yesterday by Cardinal Gibbons. 


I rom the fact that the vati^-au is in 
close touch with Austria the construc- 
tion placed by officials on the pope's 
message is that 
the Cermanic powers 
would be willing to discuss peace at tiiis 
ti/ne. 


Jt was stated b}»^ those 
in 
closest 
touch with the administration that sim- 
ilar word will have to be received from 
Great Britain and her allies before the 
president will make any further move. 


Offer Still Stands. 


President 
Wilson has niade it clear 
several times that his original offer of 
services to bring about peace still stand=, 
and that he will do everything possible 
to further the movement. 
The Lmited 
States, however, will do norriiiig likely 
to endanger its position as a fi-iend to 
all belligerents, it was said. 


The pope's message will not be made 
public by 
this 
government, 
although 
there would be no objection if Cardinal 
Gibbons gives it out. 
Enough of the 
contents of the mesage is known, how- 
ever, to gibe basis for indicating 
that 
Austria, Germany and Turkey are not 
adverse to discussing peace. 


Caused Much Discussion. 


The cardinal's visit caused widespread 
discussion in official and diplomatic cir- 
cles here today. 
Cardinal Gibbor.s had 
leturned today to his home in Baltimore 
without definite information 
regarding 
the 'white house conference having been 
made known or the text of the message 
which he conveyed to President Wilson 
from Pope Benedict regarding peace hav- 
ing been disclosed, 
ft is known, how- 
ever, that the poiitifl's message- ¡»raised 
President 
Wilson's 
attitude 
and 
indi- 
cated a belief that the United 
States 
might be in a position to hel]) in t.ring- 
i'ng about a cessation of hostilities ui 
Europe. 


The cardinal also told the president

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Aiding the Work of the Farmer 


'Anuouiicement is made in "Washington that for the fiscal year, 
1918, the federal government, under the Smith-Lever agricultural 
law, will provide $28,931 to be used in farm demonstration work in 
Indiana, and this sum will be added to the $18,931 provided by the 
«state for the same purpose. The total is not a large one for a work 
fio important, but a vast deal of good work can be done even with 
^ fund of this proportion. 


Those who have given even casual notice to the movement can- 
not fail to have been struck by the enthusiasm and the interest mani- 
fested recently in governmental assistance to agriculture.^ We have 
E splendid example here in Allen county, where under the direction 
•qt County Agent Henry during the past year a widely-varied, in- 
tensely practical and undoubtedly effective work has been prose- 
cuted. The farmers of Allen county, as thrifty and progressive as 
any in the middle west, are eager for still further advancement 
along agricultural lines. If there was ever a day when ''new- 
fangled notions" and scientific methods were discounted or frowned 
lipon, that day is long since gone. Upon a good many of the Allen 
county ianns will be found specially trained young men who have 
lirought back to the fai'ms the skill and the methods of the agricul- 
tural schools to supplement the work—and successful work, too—of 
their fathers whose efforts laid the foundation of the agricultural 
system hereabouts. Results are what count, and they are producing 
results. 


The skilled instruction given under the combined auspices 'of 
federal, state and county governments is including horticultural 
demonstration work, home economics, farm, potiltry and egg man- 
¿gement, farmers' short courses, animal husbandry, soils and crop, 
dairy production and weed and plant control demonstrations, and 
most of the work is done in actual practice on the farms themselves 
rather than in lectures which instmct but which lack the important 
factor of actual demonstration. 
Under the Smith-Lever law each 
state is allotted from the federal government the sum of $10,000, 
and in addition Uncle Sam adds a dollar to match every dollar 
raised by the state or the community to carry forward this organ- 
ized work. We do not think either the federal government, the 
state of Indiana or Allen county is expending for any purpose 
money that is doing a more important work or that will yield more 
richly in helpful return than' that which is being devoted to the ad- 
yancement of agriculture and its allied sciences. 


The Johns and the Bills in Indiana have been holding reunions 
ior a nnmber of years, but we are credibly informed by the vera- 
cious correspondent that the reunion of the Marys held at Noblesvillc 
a day or two ago in every way eclipsed the gathering of the mere 
Baen. There were Marys—hundreds of 'em—present from every sec- 
tion of Indiana, and not a homely one in the entire throng, which 
may be accepted as confirmation of the contention that there are no 
homely Marys.

his campaign speeches a few years ago^ somehow missed train con- 
nections and did not appear to grace the festive occasion.

lynched him. Somehow or other the public had been rather expect- 
ing ftbout that sort of thing in view of what had already transpired 
in connection with this amazingly shocking case. 


Joe Ettor, the frothy militant of the Industrial Workers of the 
World, has managed to get himself into jail again after kicking up a 
nunpus with the police at Waterbury, Conn. Getting into jail is ap- 
parently Mr. Ettor's favorite form of recreation, and he is never 
quite happy except when he is either just going in or just coming 
out.

INDIANA'S GRAVEL ROADS. 


(Dayton News.) 


Several years ago the state of Indiana 
issued bonds and built good roads. Most 
of them Avere made of gravel. 
Today, 
motorists touring the state will loll you 
that there are better roads in Indiana 
than in any other state in the union, 
considering the state at large. 


But Indiana did not make the mistake 
that many 
other states have made— 
that of building . Ji^ds and ^oing away 
and leaving them. 
TIJO roads ¿he built 
are being maintamed—and that is the 
secret of tlie good 
roads 
whjcli (he 
tourist linds in the state. 
For a road 
made of gravel 
jnuat be constantly 
worited; otherwise it soon wears out; 
but when it is constantly attended to, 
at small cost, it is one of the best roads 
that have ever been devise. 


Take a well-graded road and coat it 
with gravel, a foot deep or more, round 
the surface of it, and then occasionaljy 
drag it so that no ruts or holes will 
forni, and you have one of the best roads 
possible to make. 
Where there is ex- 
ressive traflic, such road is not so good; 
excessive traffic calls for brick; but the 
average country road, made of gravel, 
will stand the test of time wlien prop- 
erly cared for. And the small cost of 
caring for a gravel road is known to all 
men. 


In this country it has been the cus- 
tom, it seems, to repair gravel roads by 
hauling gravel occasionally and dump- 
ing it along in the center of the roud, 
to become scattered as best it can. 
That 
is about the worst Avay a road can be 
repaired. 
The gravel should of course 
be spread evenly upon the roads, and 
then it must be looked after. 
Thi« 
"look after" consists of dragging a log 
over the road occasionally, to scrape the 
gravel into the ruts that are forming 
and to fill the little holes that appear. 
It is the rut or hole that plays smash 
with the road—the depression that holds 
water after every rain, and which growg 
rapidly from day to day—that is what 
puts so many roads out of business and 
necessitates costly repairs, whereas a 
slight outlay of money in the beginning 
would save the excessive cost and pre- 
serve the road in the» best condition at 
all times.

Plan Regarding Recommen- 
dations of Industrial 
Commission. 


(By Uilson Gardner.) 
\\ asliington, Sept. 3.—In order to se- 
cure practical results from the work of 
the indiihtriiil relations commission, the 
(Ipinocrntii' and republican 
parties will 
askod to endorse its recommenda- 
tions and iticorfjorate tlieir 
essetntials 
in tlio party platform. 
The following 
proposed plank will be ofTered in the 


committee on resolutions at the con- 
vention which will renominate 
Wood- 
row Wilson: 
"That this convention favor«: 
"1- Ain amendment to the federal con- 
Btitution specifically protecting against 
encroachment on the rights of habeas 
corpus, free speech and peaceful assem- 
blage, and the rights to jiuy trial, to 
keep and bear arms; to be free from 
unreasonable searches and seizures; to 
speedy and public trial; to 
freedom 
from excessive 
bail; 
and from 
cruel 
and unusual punishments. 


"2—Action by congress to prohibit 
courts 
from 
declaring legislative 
acts 
unconstitutional. 


"3—Provision 
that in federal 
cases, 
jurors be selected in some 
impartial 
manner from a list containing all quali- 
fied voters in the district. 


"4—Congressional 
regulation or pro- 
hibition of private detective 
agencies 
amd employment agencies doing an in- 


terstate business. 


"5—Regulation by congress of militia 
organizations so as to insure impartial- 
ity during industrial disputes." 


Tlie above are not all of the recom- 
mendations of the commission, but they 
are recommendations affecting a denial 
of justice to workingmen amd touch 
matters which are so imdisputed that 
there can be little room for contention 
about them. 
They are directed to the 
correction of such well known evils as 
the abuse of the injmiction process, the 
packing of juries, the invalidation of 
just laws by unscrupulous courts, the 
twisting of comstitutional 
guarantees 
so that they protect property, but not 
human 
rights; the impositioii of ex- 
tortionate bail resulting in false im- 
prisonment; 
denial of jury 
trials by 
use of the injimction; maintenance of 
gunmen armies amd other evils which 
lately have contributed so much to so- 
cial unrest. 


JMuch lias been said of the commis- 
sion's recommendation on the subject 
of the inheritance tax aJid their sugges- 
tion that 
unemployment would be re 
lieved by the "removal of its two prime 
causes—mijusfc distribution of 
wealth 
and moinopolization of land and natural 
resources." 
It is not, however, pro- 
posed to ofTer these for adoption in the 
party platform. 
Many good party men 
liave not investigated as yet the land 
and 
utilities 
problems 'sufliciently to 
convince them of the wisdom of these 
proposals. 
The other matters, however, 
are the result of community neglect and 
are merely a nsvival of rights which the 
average citizen supposed were protected 
by the constitutiotn and courts. There 
is no room for ai-gument as to them. 


The democratic party is not the only 
one, however, which will be asked to in- 
corporate these recommendations in its 
platform. 
The industrial 
relations 
commission was created and has done 


its work under tho auspices of a demo- 
cratic administration. 
Woodrow Wil- 
soin appointed ^\'alsh and the 
otiiers 
and is responsible for their work. He 
and his party must either repudiate or 
stand behind the recommendations that 
were made. 
It is unthinkable that the 
president will repudiate his industrial 
relations commission, or refuse to en- 
dorse its 
excellent 
recommendations. 
Therefore the logical step is to ask the 
democratic 
conveintion 
which renomi- 
nates Woodrow Wilson 
to 
add its 
weight to the commission's work and 
thus 
advancc the reconmiendations a 
step nearer to legislative action. 


The republican convention will have 
the same recommendations 
placed be- 
fore it and a committee will wait on 
the resolutions 
committee 
urging 
a 
similar endorsement. 
If the convention 
should be in charge of men like Barnes, 
Penrose, Crane, Koot and AV'^ecks, the 
eflort wotild be foredoomed io failure. 


To their political thought, the indus- 
trial relations commission's recommen- 
dations are "hell-born heresy." 


Tile progressive party also will be 
asked to endorse these 
recommettda- 
tions and it is already assured that » 
vigorous group of that party will favor 
incorporating them ill the platform. In- 
deed, should both tho democratic and 
republican parties decline to adopt tha 
Walsh remedies for social and indus- 
trial unrest, the progressive party will 
unquestionably 
seize the 
opportunity 
afforded by the neglect of the 
other 
parties and will appropriate the work 
of the commission for its own.

Do not make a mistake In trying to 
can a number of cans at a time. Lsc 
a regular size steamer and four cans 
each day will be the limit. 
Tins may

one will feel worn out witli canning. 


Be sure the vegetables are crisp and 
fresh. 


Beans must be tender and not yel- 
low. 


String the beans carefully an<l put 
them in colander. 
W'asii 
allowing 
running water to pas^ over the beans, 
but do not soak. 
Drain as dry as pos- 
.riible before "'snipping. ' 


Do not cut the beans s(|uare across. 
Cut and keep the sizes as even as pos- 
sible.

Tn fair weather there are occasional 
visitors to the island from the main- 
land, such as the post trader at Neah 
Bay, teachers from the Makah Indian 
reservation, members of the coast guard 
service, or oHieers from one or another 
of the revenue cutters. 


They even have dances on Tatooch 
island—when the weather is fair. 


But sometimes, especially in the fall, 
M'inter and

Ben Pittman shorthand during the war 
and it was not transcribed until thirty- 
seven years after the close of the war. 
The diary opens September 
13, 1861, 
and continues with daily oatries until 
December 28, 1865. At the beginning of 
each day, the weather conditions and 
place of encampmcnt are given. 
Inci- 
dents from pathos to comedy are found 
on the pages of the diary. 
The most 
trivial incidents of army life aie de- 
picted with a vividmess that can only 
be had by an eye-witness. 
The emo- 
tions of a soldier during battle are set 
forth. The book is a most valuable one 
and will be carefully preserved.

GOLDEN TEXT-Jehovah le far frore 
the wicked; but he heareth the prayer oi 
the righteous. Prov, 15:29 R. V. 


Following the lesson of last weel 
-we have ( c L .18:1-16) the Interestini 
account of Ahab's search for EllJaH 
and of the prophet's meeting with Oha 
diah. 
Verses 5 and 6 suggest the ae 
verity of t h e drought in the 
land, 
Ahab's accusation, "Art thou he thaj 
troubleth Israel," is replied to by Elt 
jah's challenge regarding a contest be- 
tween himself, the representative ol 
Jehovah, and the king's prophets rep- 
resenting Baal, (vy. 17-25). In accord- 
ance with the stipulations the prophets 
of Baal accepted the challenge 
and 
most miserably failed (vv. 26-29). The 
place of this dramatic contest was M t 
Garmel (see map) and the time prob- 
,Bbly B. C. 906.

Blijali gave the 450 prophets of Baal 
and the 400 priests of the groves (v. 
!19) every advantage possible that he 
might the more clearly unmask their 
error and make more signal their de- 
feat, 
Their frenzied cries and self- 
Injury continued fruitlessly until 3:0( 
p. m. 
Then Elijah announces the de- 
tails which were to remove all possible 
doubt as tt) whose champion he was oi 
who is to answer his petition, 
(a) He 
calls the people together (v. 30) draw- 
ing them nigh to God and challenging 
their undivided attention after the con- 
fusion produced 
by the priests 
and 
their consternation over their defeat 
(b) He constructs 
the 
altar 
(vv. 
80-81). 
Any true and lasting reforma» 
tion must begin at the altars of God, 
Restore one in the heart, the home 
and church and there will return to 
all unity and strength. 
Note Elijah's 
Insistence upon an undivided 
nation, 
as suggested by the "twelve stones." 
WhUe any lasting reformation must 
begin in the individual heart, still 11 
-it is true and genuine it will work i t 
self out in the nation. 
"Israel shall be 
thy name." 
The "prince that prevaili 
with God," who had Avrought for theii 
fathers, who answered Jacob's prayer, 
is now about to answer Elijah. 
This 
altar was hot constructed as a monu- 
ment to departed one, nor for the or- 
namentation of the house of God. 
It 
was in God's first cathedral and foi 
his glory alone. 
On this altar Elijah 
placed his sacrifice. 


Again Israel is to prevail over Its 
enemies, this time those within, not 
those from without, 
(c) He covered 
the altar (vv. 33,34) e. g., poured wa^ 
ter upon it to remove all possible a o 
cusation of fraud or trickery. 
The 
trench "as great as would contain two 
measures of seed" (v. 32) is equivalent 
to sijt gallons. 
Three times water wai 
taken from the spring, still 
flowing 
a t this place, and poured upon 
the 
altar, twelve jars in all again symbol' 
izing the twelve tribes. 


II. Elijah's Prayer, vv, 36^7. 
The 
great prophet even could only secure 
through prayer his desired 
blessing 
though its purpose was "that this peo- 
ple may know that thou Lord art God."^ 
His prayer was: 
(a) 
Addressed 
to 
God; (b) Grounded upon experience, 
that of "Abraham, Isaac and Jacob;" 
(c) It was for one purpose, the honor 
of that name; (d) It was to Banctira 
his act in calling forth the drought 
upon Israel as a punishment for the 
sins of princes, priests and 
people; 
(e) It was founded upon the word of 
Jehovah, to corroborate and to affirm 
the works done "at thy word;' (f) It 
•was for the conversion of the people, 
t h a t their hearts might be turned bacìi 
t o Jehovah once more. 


Elijah, the man of faith, staked hla 
all upon the Word of God, he gave 
himself up wholly to the plana and 
purposes of God, and relied explicitly 
upon the covenant-keeping God. 


III. God'» Power, vv. 38-40. W e a r e 
confident Elijah had never seen 
fire 
fall and that he must have realized 
t h e awful catastrophe Involved if it 
did not fall. 
Yet he fearlessly makes 
his plea and the fire fell. 
It was not 
an accidental stroke of lightning. God, 
the creator, worked upon the laws of 
nature, his servant, and wrought con- 
fusion to his enemies. 
It would be a 
strange God and father who could not 
use his own laws and creation to pro- 
duce a moral effect. 


T h e abundance of proof was 
that 
not only the offering, but the water 
and the very stones of the altar were 
consumed. 
Risking all, all is won. 


W h a t we need everywhere in m e n 
who will follow in Elijah's steps la 
order that the Are of God may come 
upon us. 
There remained no longer' 
any doubt, God is God, Baal Is a sham. 


So they "fell on their faces," yet In 
spite of the victories of Qod men to'-j 
day refuse to render unto him Ukf 
obedience and worship. 


Compare in this connectloti the fire 
of God'« holy spirit which cam9 upon 
the apostles and believers at Pentecoit 
and 
the resultant convioting 
power 
convincing the people of 
Jerusalem'

ARE MOSllHOIIOUGH 


Stringent Tactacs Are Pur- 
sued by Reason of War 
Conditions. 


Paris, Aug. 25.—Promenaders on the 
grand boulevards of Paris have recent- 
ly been treated to a spectacle compara- 
tively rare since the beginning of the 
war—general police raids such as were 
effected at regular intervals during the 
days of the "Apaches." 


In the ninth and eighteenth 
arron- 
dissements, comprising Montmartre and 
Belleville, the favorite quarters of the 
lawless element, and on the grand boule- 
vards, the raids are most thorough. They 
are organized by Monsieur Roussolet, 
chief of one of the métropolitain dis- 
tricts, who has under his orders eight 
commissaires of police and two police 
captains, who command four squads of 
plain clothes men that sweep the boule 
vards. 
Two squads operating on both 
sides of the Ixjulevard start from nie 
de Faubourg Poissonniere; while two 
other squads start from the Madeleine 
and they work toward each other. Ev 
erj'- man and woman unknowm to the 
police as a law-abiding person must 
show papers. 
The result of a recent 
raid of this kind was the verification 
of the papers of fifty-two professional 
beggars, four cocaine merchants, eleven 
special vagabonds, seventeen 
deserters 
and 703 woinein of the street. Of these 
fil 2 were arrested. 


Besides the rounds of the plain clothes 
men o^ the hunt for civilians in default 
subaltern officers of the army now make 
nightly rounds of the ivine shops and 
cafes for delinquent 
soldiers. 
When 
one is seen inside a wine shop after the 
stroke of nine, a sharp reminder in the 
form of a single 
word, 
"militaire," 
brings him to a realization that martial 
law is still in force, and he sahites 
meekly and returns to his quarters. 
• -» •

"war cross" is demanded by the press 
is Madame Cantora, wife since August 
6 of Lieutenamt Cantora, who lost both 
eyes and one arm in the Argonne. Both 
husband and wife are Corsicans. As 
soon as Madame Cantora, then Made- 
moiselle Pattrion, heard of her fiance's 
wounds, she started for Paris.

Made- 
moiselle Pattrion asked that she be al- 
lowed at least to mnse him until his 
wounds were healed, and during his 
convalescence she overcame his scru- 
ples. The marriage was a most pathetic 
spectacle.

by the Countess .Tean de Castellane, one 
of the patronesses of the "Quinze- 
Vingts" hospital for the blind, where 
the lieutenant was treated.

State Superintendent in an 
Effort to Remedy 
Truancy, 


(By Willis S. Tliompson.) 


Indianapolis, Sept 3.—Superintendent 
of Public finstniction Cliarles A. Great- 
house, seeking to improve conditions in 
the schools of the state, especially in 
the curiuu of truancy and in stimulat- 
ing incentive to study, has made an 
appeal to all ^ihool patrons preceding; 
the opening of the fall term. 


"At the begiii'Jung of the new school 
year," says Superintendent CJreathouse, 


"a special effort should be made by 
parents, teachers and si hool authorities 
to see to it that all ciiildreu of school 
age are enrolled at the very beginning 
of the school term and jjrojierly pro- 
vided with books and supplies. 
Chil- 
dren who are given such an opportunity 
at the very opening of school will, in 
the vast majority of cases, become in- 
terested and attend school 
regularly 
throughout the school year and do 
satisfactory work. 


Cliildren who are not given the op- 
portunity of the right, kind of a be- 
ginning very soon become discouraged, 
either because of a late sta.rt, the oth- 
er pupils being ahead, or because, not 
being provided with 
the nccessary 
books atid supplies, they become em- 
barrassed and discouraged and natural- 
ly fail early in the term. 


"To have all children in school at the 
opening of the term, 
provided 
with 
books, is not only a very important but 
a very diflicult problem. On this ac- 
count school authorities should 
have 


the hearty co-operation of teachers and 
parents. 


"The members of the board of tru- 
ancy wish to urge county a)nd city su- 
perintendents at their opening 
insti- 
tutes to give special attention to the 
matter of getting all children properly 
started. 
Superintendents and teachers, 
of course, understajid that the prob- 
lem of dealing with truant children is 
one wliicli needs careful study and very 
wise and patient treatment. 


"It is impossible to deal with this 
subject in a wholesale manner. 
Each 
case is a sftecial one and requires indi- 
vidual study. A too liberal use of force 
and of tile courts will drive from school 
permanently many children who other- 
wise could bo saved to the schools and 
themselves by proper encouragement."

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Willingness to Discuss Peace Seen in the 


Pope's Message Delivered to 


President Wilson. 


Washington, Sept. 3.—The 
United ' 


States will make no further efforts to 
bring about peace in Europe until it 
has received information that its good 
offices will be welcomed by both sides 
in the conflict. 


This was stated authoritatively here 


today in regard to the message from 
Pope Benedict delivered to the president 
yesterday by Cardinal Gibbons. 


1-rom the fact that the vatiran is in 


close touch with Austria the construc- 
tion placed by officials on the pope's 
message is that the Germanic powers 
would be willing to discuss peace at this 
tiiiic. 
It was stated by those in closest 


touch with the administration that sim- 
ilar word will have to be received from 
Great Britain and her allies before the 
president will make any further move. 


Offer Still Stands. 


President Wilson has made it clear 


several times that his original oiler of 
services to bring about peace still stand?, 
and that he will do everything possible 
to further the movement. The United 
States, however, will do nothing likely 
to endanger its position as a friend to 
all belligerents, it was said. 


The pope's message will not he made 


public by this government, although 
there would be no objection if Cardma; 
Gibbons gives it out. 
Enough of the 


contents of the mesagc is known, how- 
ever, to gibe basis for indicating thai 
Austria, Germany and Turkey are not 
adverse to discussing peace. 


Caused Much Discussion. 


The cardinal's visit caused widespread 


Discussion in official a'nd diplomatic cir- 
cles here todny. Cardinal Gibbons had 
returned today to his home in Baltimore 
without definite information regarding 
the white house conference having been 
made known or the text of the message 
which he conveyed to President Wilson 
from Pope Benedict regarding peace hav- 
ing been disclosed. It is known, how- 
ever, that the pontiff's message praised 
President Wilson's attitude and^indi- 
ratcd a belief that the United States 
might be in a position to help in bring- 
hig about a cessation of hostilities in 
Europe. 


The cardinal also told the president 


that the Unite:! States had '.iccn placed 
iii a very advantageous position to aid 
In bringing to an end the conflict owing 
to the apparent settlement of the issue 
rciween the United States a'nd Germany 
over the submarine warfare, which had 
greatly aided the cause of peace. 


It was said unofficially that the presi- 


dent WHS greatly pleased with the mes- 
sage and with "the interview. Further 
developments as an outcome of the con- 
ference are awaited with the deepest in- 
terest by officials and diplomats alike.

c skilled instruction given under the combined auspices o£ 


federal state and county governments is including horticultural 
demonstration work, home economics, farm, poultry and egg man- 
airement farmers' short courses, animal husbandry, soils and crop 
dairy production and weed and plant control demonstrations, and 
most of the work is done in actual practice on the farms themselves 
rather than in lectures which instruct but which lack the important 
factor of actual demonstration. Under the Smith-Lever law raeh 
state is allotted from the federal government the sum of *1 0,000, 
and in addition Uncle Sam adds a dollar to match every dollar 
raised by the state or the community to carry forward this organ- 
feed work.

Washington, Sept. ;>.~-ln order to se- 


cure practical results from the work of 
the industrial relations commission, the 
democratic and republican parties will 
bo. asked to endorse its recommenda- 
tions and incorporate their essentials 
in the party platform. Tho. following 
proposed plank will he offered in the 


committee on resolutions at the con- 
vention which will rcnominatc Wood- 
row Wilson: 


"That this convention favors: 
"1-Aw amendment to the federal con- 


stitution specifically protecting against 
encroachment on the rights of habeas 
corpus, free speech and peaceful assem- 
blage, and the rifjhts to jury trial, to 
keep and bear arms; to be free from 
unreasonable searches and seizures; to 
speedy and public trial; to 
freedom 


from excessive bail; and from cruel 
and unusual punishments. 


"2—Actioin by congress to prohibit 


courts from declaring legislative acts 
unconstitutional. 


"3—Provision that in federal cases, 


jurors be selected in some 
impartial 


manner from a list containing all quali- 
fied voters in the district. 


•'4—Congressional regulation or pro- 


hibition of private detective agencies 
amd employment agencies doing an in- 


terstate business. 


"5—Regulation by congress of militia- 


organizations so as to insure impartial- 
ity during industrial disputes." 


The above are not all of the recom- 


mendations of the commission, but they 
arc recommendations affecting a denial 
of justice to workingn-.cn amd touch 
matters which are so undisputed that 
there can be little room for contention 
about them. They are directed to the 
correction of such well known evils as 
the abuse of the injunction process, the 
packing of juries, the invalidation of 
just laws by unscrupulous courts, the 
twisting of constitutional guarantees 
so that they protect property, but not 
human rights; the imposition of ex- 
tortionate bail resulting in false im- 
prisonment; denial of jury trials by 
use of the injunction; maintenance of 
gunmen armies amd other evils, which 
lately have contributed so much to so- 
cial unrest. 


SIui'li has been said of the commis- 


sion's recommendation on tin; subject 
of the inheritance tax ajid their sugges- 
tion that unemployment would be re- 
lieved by the, "removal of its two prime 
causes—unjust distribution of 
wealth 


and monopolization of land and natural 
resources." 
It is not, however, pro- 


posed to offer these for adoption in the 
party platform. Many good party men 
have not investigated as yet the land 
and utilities problems sufficiently 
to 


convince them of the wisdom of these 
proposals. The other matters, however, 
are the result of community neglect and 
are merely a. revival of rights which the 
average citi/.en supposed were protected 
by the constitution) and courts.

most miserably failed (TV. 26-29). The 
place of this dramatic contest was Mt 
Cartnel (see map) and the time prob- 
ably B. C. »06.

Elijah gave the 450 prophets of Baal 


and the 400 priests of the groves (v. 
19) every advantage possible that he 
might the more clearly unmask thai: 
error and make more signal their de- 
feat. 
Their frenzied cries and self- 


injury continued fruitlessly until 3:00 
p. m. Then Elijah announces the de- 
tails which were to remove all possible 
doubt as to whose champion he was 01 
who IB to answer his petition, (a) H« 
calls the people together (v. 30) draw- 
ing them nigh to God and challenging 
their undivided attention after the con- 
fusion produced by the priests and 
their consternation over their defeat 
(b) He constructs 
the 
altar (vv, 


30-31). Any true and lasting reform* 
tion must begin at the altars of God, 
Restore one In the heart, the home 
and church and there will return to 
all unity and strength. Note Elijah'i 
insistence upon an undivided nation, 
as suggested by the "twelve stones." [ 
WhUe any lasting reformation must 
begin, in the Individual hoart, still II 
it is true and genuine it will work it- 
self out In the nation. "Israel shall bo 
thy name." The "prince that prevails 
with God," who had wrought for theil 
fathors, who answered Jacob's prayer, 
is now about to answer Elijah. This 
altar was not couBtmcted as a monu- 
ment to departed one, nor tor the or- 
namentation of the house of God. II 
was in God's first cathedral and for 
his glory alone. On this altar Elijah 
placed his sacrifice.

all upon the Word of God, he gave 
himself up wholly to the plans and 
purposes of God, and relied explicitly 
upon the covenant-keeping God. 


III. God's Power, vv. 38-40. We ara 


confident Elijah had never seen fire 
fall and that he must have realized 
the awful catastrophe involved If it 
did not fall. Yet he fearlessly makes 
his plea and the fire fell. It was not 
an accidental stroko of lightning. God, 
the creator, worked upon the laws ot 
nature, his servant, and wrought con- 
fusion to his enemies. It would be a 
strange God and father who could not 
use his own laws and creation to pro- 
duoe a moral effect. 


Tha abundance of proof was that 


not only the offering, but tho water 
and the very stones of the altar wera 
consumed. Risking all, all Is won. 


What we need everywhere is, men 


who will follow in Elijah's aleps in 
order that the fire of God may come 
upon us. 
There remained no longer 


any doubt, God is God, Baal Is a sham. 


So they "fell on their faces," yet la 


spite of the victories of God men to- 
day refuse to render unto him like1 


obedience and worship.

of God's holy spirit which came upon 
the apostles and believers at Pentecost 
and the resultant convicting power 
convincing the people of Jerusalem 
that tha cruciaed Christ was the ion 
of God.

ARE MOST 


Stringent- Tactacs Are Pur- 


sued by Reason of War 


Conditions. 


Paris, Aug. '2.~>.—Promenaders on the 


grand boulevards of I'aris liavc recent- 
ly been treated to a spectacle compara- 
tively rare sincp the beginning of 
the 


war—general police raids HUrh as were 
effected at regular intervals during the 
days uf the "Apaches." 


in the ninth and eighteenth 
arron- 


dissements, comprising Montmartre and 
Belleville, the favorite quarters of the 
lawless element, and on the grand boule- 
vards, the raids are most thorough. They 
are organized by Monsieur Roussolct, 
chief of one of the metropolitan 
dis 


tricts, who has under his orders eight 
commissaires of police and two police 
captains, who command four squads of 
plain c(othes men that sweep the boule- 
vards. 
Two squads operating on both, 


sides of the boulevard start from ma- 
de Faubourg Poissonniere; while two 
other squads start from tlie .Madeleine, 
and they work townj-d each other. Ev-

TO SCHOOL PAIRONS 


State Superintendent in an 


Effort to Remedy 


Truancy. 


(By Willis S. Thompson.) 


Tndiannpolis, Sept 3.—Superintendent 


)f Public Instruction Charles A. Great- 
house, seeking to improve conditions in 
the. 
schools of the state, especially in 


the curing of truancy and in stimulat- 
ing incentive to study, has made an 
appeal to all school patrons preceding 
the opening of the fall term. 


"At the bcgii.'niiifj of the new school 


year." says Superintendent C.reathouse. 


"a special effort should be made 
by 


parents, teachers .and school authorities 
to see to it that all children of school 
ngc arc enrolled at the very beginning 
of the school term and properly pro- 
vided with books and supplies. 
Chil- 


dren who a.rc given such nn opportunity 
at the very opening of school will, in 
the vast majority of cases, become in- 
terested and attend school 
regularly 


throughout the school year, and do 
satisfactory work. 


Children who arc not given the op- 


portunity of the right kind of a be- 
ginning very soon become discouraged, 
cither because of a late start, the. oth- 
er pupils being ahead, or because, not 
being provided with 
the 
necessary 


liooks JUnd supplies, they become em- 
barrassed nnd discouraged and natural- 
ly fail early in the term. 


"To have all children in school at the. 


opening of the. term, 
provided 
witli 


books, is not only a very important but 
a very difficult proMcni. 
On this ac- 


count school authorities should have 


the hearty co-operation of teachers and 
parents. 


"The members of the board of tru- 


ancy wish to urge county nind city su- 
perintendents at their opening insti- 
tutes to give special attention to the 
matter of getting all children properly 
started. Superintendents and teachers, 
of course, understand that the prob- 
lem of dealing with truant children is 
one which needs careful study and very 
wise and patient treatment. 


"It is impossible to deal with this 


subject in a wholesale manner. 
Each 


case is a special one and requires indi- 
vidual study. A too liberal use. of force 
and of the courts will drive from school 
permanently many children who other- 
wise could be saved to the schools and 
themselves by proper encouragement."
